TOKYO, Japan, Sept. 13.— Passing 
in magnificence through (lie 
silent 
ranks of hundreds of thousands of the 
subjects who in life honored him as 
a god tile body of the late Emperor 
Mutsiihito of Japan was borne this 
evening through the deadened streets 
of "Poll.VO for bis public funeral ^ser­ 
vices at tile Aoyaina parade ground. 
The actual burial of the late ruler, 
will bo held tomorrow at Momoyama, 
near Kioto, whero lie the 
ashes 
of 
Emperor Kwammu, Mikado of a thou­ 
sand years ago. 
.More than 8,000,000 people saw the 
last public honors paid to the Jap ­ 
anese Emperor who saw his country 
emerge from semi-barbarism to he­ 
roine one of the leading powers of the 
world. 
Massed by hundreds of thou­ 
sands they stood as the splendid cor­ 
tege wound through the capital city 
while evening fell, closed doors and 
windows hermetically sealed 
behind 
them, while over the smart military 
uniforms of New Japan and the flow­ 
ing silks of an older day flared thou­ 
sands of torches In the hands of sol­ 
diers who formed a solid avenue of 
haute from the palace gates to the 
place of ceremony. 
Promptly at 6 o’clock the whole Im 
perial Guards Division, IO,OOO strong, 
paraded in front of the imperial pal­ 
ace. At 7 o'clock the signal was given 
tor the departure of 
the 
Imperial 
cotlin and instantly the whole body 
of trumpeters of the Guards blew the 
hymn of national mourning in a long 
und 
melancholy 
tone. 
Immediately 
the casket enclosing the remains of 
the dead Mikado was brought forth 
aud placed upon the funeral car, gor 
genus with decoration aud in front of 
which blatted the imperial crest of the 
chrysanthemum. 
Harnessed 
to

funeral car were the four 
mandarl 
uslii, or sacred 
bullocks, 
especially 
selected 
according 
to 
Immemorial 
custom for the obsequies of the ruler 
who is half god. 
The IJrst ox was 
black from nose to tip of tail, the sec­ 
ond all black save for a white stripe 
on the forehead, the third all brown 
except for a black line from nose to 
tail aud the fourth black with white 
markings, nearly a piebald. 
The casket was attended by 
six 
chamberlains and twenty army and 
navy officers as pall 
bearers; 
the 
Grand Chamberlain and aidesde camp 
to his . majesty; Prince 
Kanin 
and 
Princess Kanin, who represented the 
Emperor Yoshihito and the Princess 
lilgashlfushimi, who represented 
the 
Empress Dowager, escorted by officers 
of the imperial guards. 
After Prince Kanin the presidents 
of the State Funeral Committees, and 
other committees were iii llnp. They 
were followed by the Princes of the 
Hlood and their aides-de-camp, 
two 
representatives of tho nobles having 
direct relationship with the dead em­ 
peror, the holders of the 
Dai-kun-l 
(Grand Order 
of 
the 
Chrysanthe­ 
mum); officials of Shlunln rank (min­ 
isters, generals, etc.), foreign special 
envoys, Prince Arthur of Connaught 
for England; Prince Henry, Prussia, 
for Germany; General (ebon, France; 
Secretary of State Knox of America. 
Oilier countries were represented by 
resident ambassadors and 
ministers. 
Admiral James Reynolds. U. 8. Navy 
and Brigadier Gen. John Pershing, U. 
S. Army, were present from the Unit­ 
ed States. 
More than 12,000 persons took part 
in the funeral march which was so 
long that Its van had arrived at the 
Aoyama parade grounds before the 
last detachment had left the palace.

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THE ART AND SCIENCE OF HORSE-SHOEING 
A PLEA FOR HUMANITY AND THE HORSE 


BY L O U IS P E T E R S E N , H O R S E S H O E R . 


Santa Ana, Cal.. Arn'. 12, 1012. 
Admitting: that I ain not a newspaper write*-. or 
even ail PX tensive render, never! hole; 
I fool an almost 
Irresistible desire to speak for the Horse, the man' that 
owns him and the man tint shoes him. 
If one retirers for a moment ho will likely rome to 
the conclusion that it requires bul little observation to 
discern that Hie "Art and Science of Horse-shoeing” is 
a matter of tho greatest importance, so far as success­ 
ful utilization of the llorse is concerned; and that his 
w ellbeing, comfort and durability in a great measure 
depend upon the correctness of tho principles on which 
its practice is based and the way thee are carried out 
by the practitioner of this "Art and Science of Horse­ 
shoeing." 
Horse-shoeing should ho st tidied as an art 
and as a science, so that the owner of horses would run 
no risk in getting them shod as they should lie. 
Consider the services of this most noble animal, 
that works so faithfully during his time in harness, aud 
is earning for you a considerable part of your living. 
Think of a horse that is put at hard labor from 7? to 
lf. years; that is surelv a severe lenience and I feel it 
my duty to say something for iii 
benefit or in his favor. 
Horse-shoers should study his wants and needs, in or­ 
der to be able properly- to protect his feet. which adds 
to his comfort and endurance. 
Now. to you men and you kind hearted women — 
about the expense of feeding a horse and tile expense 
of shoeing him. 
You often complain to your horse­ 
shoer. that the horse wears his shoes out too q u i c k l y , 
and demand that Hie shoos be made heavier so they 
will last longer. 
I know your intention is not al*o- 
gether in a way of acting cranky, hut I also know you 
do not fully realize the result of heavy shoos; you do 
not think of the danger that may he brought on by the 
use of them. 
Even if it is only four ounces on each 
foot, or one pound on four feet, in his daily work he 
would have to lift from SfiOO to 10,000 pounds a day of 
extra weight, which is of no useful purpose. 
The result 
is that the horse 
becomes 
leg-weai-y, 
which 
often 
causes a breakdown and loss to Hie owner, while the 
horse is compelled to travel with great discomfort. 
The 
light shoe not only lightens (lie burden of the horse, but 
adds to Hie health of the foot. 
We all know that almost everything is changing and 
improving, but progress in horse-shoeing seems to be 
extremely slow. 
There must lie a reason for if. 
One 
reason is, that some people think only of where they 
can get a horse shod the cheapest. 
The horse must 
take the consequences and hear the brunt of danger. 
I wish to remind you not to forget, that lie who 
offers to shoe your horse for less than good, sensible 
work is worth, knows the law better than he does H o r s e ­ 
shoeing; at least, lie know* that if lie cripples your 
horse the law cannot punish him for it. 
Therefore he is 
willing to take a risk, if you are. 
His nrices generally 
indicate the extent of his ability and skill. 
As a rule he 
receives more than he is entitled to, and you surely 
know you cannot buy * lk at calico prices. 
At least 
you women ought to know that. 
Apropos of the fact that everything has advanced, 
may you now read of an incident thai happened about 
20 years ago; 
A farmer in iowa had bought a light 
"Studebaker" wagon, for which he paid $7" at that time. 
It gave him such satisfaction that after using it ten 
years he decided to buy another one of the same make. 
The dealer informed him that that wagon was worth 
$80. 
"Hut." said the farmer, “I only pail! >ou $7'» for 
this one and thai is all I feel like paying now." 
There 
was some talk over the matter, the dealer explaining 
I hat material and labor had advanced. 
"Hu;," said the 
dealer. "I will make the same kind of a deal with you 
that we made at the time you bought the other wagon. 
You remember you paid me with OOO bushels of coni • 
which was 12 cents a bushel. 
I will now give you thi* 
‘Studebaker’ wagon, which is tho same size, for $so, and 
In addition you may select a surrey worth $125, a ‘Mc­ 
Cormick’ mowing machine worth $ I lo; and your wife 
n a y have a ‘New Method’ kitchen range worth $*••; to­ 
gether with $20 worth of household implements, and 
you give me iii return 0<*0 bushels of corn." 
The corn 
j 
at that time had advanced to about 7n cents per bushel. 
The tanner saw the poilu and closed the argument 
by saying: "I want the ‘New Method’ kitchen range and 
the ‘Studebaker’ wagon." 
He paid 'he dealer lieu and 
kept his corn, saving: 
“This- 'New Method’ range WHI 
j u s t suit my wife; her birthday is tomorrow, and I think 
a s much of a good looking sieve in the kitchen as I do 
of a piano iii I lie parlor." 
As soon as the dealer had explained about the dif­ 
ference in prices, ii did not take the fanner long to set­ 
tle tim argument and close Hie deal. 
This va 
Ism m ise 
tile fanner knew that produce on the farm had advanced 
at a greater pens ntage than labor and material. 
And 
you know that beef, pork and beans, as will as many 
other materials, have advanced about IOO per cent in 
the last fifteen years. 
It seems to me that Horse-shoers live in fear of and 
act like strangers toward each other. 
When they meet 
they hardly speak, 
Now don't cause yourself any partic­ 
ular pain or uneasiness over nothing and wonder if the 
A u t o , that. is now in full swing, is going to ruin the 
horse-shoeing business. 
Let me tell you, “don’t worry." 
.lust study the anatomy of the horse so you can benefit 
him when he is iii need. 
It is with horses as it b with 
men. 
You know there is lots id' machinery, invented iii 
the last ii 5 years, that lias taken tin* place of labor, and 
y e t wages are fifty per cent higher than they were at 
that time. 
Now as to horse-shoeing. 
To be sure (lie horse is 
Pore and he is here to stay. 
He ha* won his way over 
all powers invented. 
If we can and will do our part as 
Horse-shoers. honestly and skillfully, we can master Hie 
performance successfully, scientifically. 
ll we would 
take time and pains, so I lull there would he fewer lame 
horses, we would thereby encourage 
those 
that 
use 
them; for remember, the public is willing to pay for a 
square deal. 
Hut it is this "Inferior Shooing” that iii 
part discourages the horse owners in using them, be­ 
cause about 7.' per cent of horse ailments are iii their 
feet. 
This is caused by eareles-ness or unskilled shoe­ 
ing or neglect. 
So tile "gasoline wagon" is brought into 
use as a substitute, even at the greater expense of run­ 
ning it. not speaking of the investment. 
Come let'us reason together, and try and improve 
our conditions, so that we may he prepared to meet any 
eel of men that may call on us to pa*s an examination 
on this Important business of horse-shoeing. 
Some may 
ask, "Who shall be our teachers?” 
Let me tell you, we 
don’t need any teachers. 
We can learn from each oilier, 
by exchanging ideas. 
All we need is to give a little time 
to study and conference with each other. 
If we would 
do this it would be a benefit to Hie Horse and a credit 
to Santa Ana. 
And tlien let us be like the farmer, do business on 
business principles of Truth and 
lust ice. 
We should 
stand firm and be honest in our dealings with one an­ 
other and fear no attempt to do wrong. 
Let us live in 
the daily practice of honesty, and be guided by the 
"Golden Rule," which compels us to see the other party 
in the transaction. 
With such a conception and m o t i v e 
we can accomplish our tasks with full assurance that 
finally universal righteousness must prevail. Tile only 
motive of right living is to be right in thoughts and 
right iu acts. 
Cursed be the treacherous slanderer, who 
under the whip of envy, shows ill will toward others. 
It seem s to me, In the eyes of Hie public, we are 
like toys. that are moved about by little children, be­ 
c a u s e we do not move with the rest of the world. 
Or 
are we like children who have a string tied around a 
finger, and are in*tmeted by their parents how much 
| 
they can pay for what 
they are told to buy. 
Such

strings are to assist children’s memories, and it seems 
to me, we Horse-shoers need something to remind us. 
We must clear away tile clouds that keep us in the dark. 
Let me tell you. it is the blood of pollution that inis

bran mash, take three or four quarts, put ii in u bucket, 
sprinkle salt over it; Hun take heiling water, pour it 
over the dry bran nut ii i 
is well moistened; then take 
some* gunny sac ks to use for a cover. 
This should be 
done at noon, and then it will be ready to feed ut night. 
And have some good bay for the horst* to finish with. 
in tin* winier, rolled barley may be fed, and oat bay 
would make a fair combination; and once in a while a 
lew ears of corn. 
The corn to a certain extent prevents 
Lampas, which is generally caused by a rapid develop­ 
ment of the teeth. 
Lumpus is not a disease; it is the 
over quantity of blood that gathers at the liars, and 
often gives trouble to the horse when feeding. 
It 
should be attended to by a veterinary, for a good mouth 
and teeth add to lie health of the horse*. Horses’ 
teeth 
should lie looked after at least once a year. 
I remember about three* years ago, I went to Dr. 
Price's Hospital, after lie bael just finished removing 
i wo decayed teeth from a horse. 
As i was looking at 
the animal, I said to the kind Doctor, "It see ms to me 
as if thai horse had lost his nerve.” 
The horse was 
crying, t<*ars wore running out of ids eves. 
The Doctor 
said, "You jus; wait about two months and you won’t 
know 'this horse." 
About ten weeks later the same 
horse came to my shop to be* shod, and had I not re­ 
membered his owner, I could never have believed that 
it was tilt* same animal. 
His poor condition had been 
caused by diseased teeth, as the owner told me, “That 
horse has bee n working six days in a week ever since 
you saw him over a- Dr. Price’s Hospital. 
I am glad 
the Doctor found tin* cause of the trouble. I thought I 
had to get some medicine, bid the Doctor did not give 
any, and you see the horse has gained IOO pounds by 
working every day."
